
ALDI SHOCK 
AT VETO OF 
STOW PLAN

BUDGET supermarket chain 
Aldi remains “fully committed” 
to opening a store at The Stow, 
despite seeing its latest proposals 
turned down by council planners. 

Members of Harlow Council’s devel¬ 
opment management committee unani¬ 
mously rejected the German retailer’s 
proposals to transform the former 
Charvills garage site into a 900 sq m 
foodstore and 70-space car park. 

Councillors cited the scheme’s lack of 
integration with the rest of the shopping 
precinct as the primary reason for their 
refusal to back the project, and also out¬ 
lined concerns over parking provision 


and increased traffic congestion. 

The decision shocked members of the 
public who had turned up at the meeting 
to show support for the plans, which 
received an overwhelmingly positive 
response from local residents during a 
consultation exercise earlier this year. 

Speaking to the Star this week, Aldi 
property director Adam Ward said the 
firm was disappointed by the decision 
but eager to rework the proposals with 
the view to submitting a new application 
early next year. 

“We are naturally very disappointed 
planning permission was refused on 
design and highway matters and we 
respectfully do not agree with these rea¬ 
sons,” he said. 

“We worked hard on the scheme, 
which was supported by over 96 per cent 


of people living in The Stow, including 
many elderly who find it difficult travel¬ 
ling to supermarkets outside of the cen¬ 
tre. 

“We were also greatly encouraged by 
the response from local businesses who 
welcomed the extra footfall and parking 
spaces that ALDI would bring to The 
Stow. 

He added: “Whilst it’s unfortunate 
there will now be further delays in 
bringing these benefits forward and cre¬ 
ating 30 new local jobs, ALDI are fully 
committed to The Stow and Harlow and, 
despite the decision, we are pleased 
members of the committee welcomed 
the principle an ALDI on the site. 

“We hope any issues are swiftly 
resolved to enable a submission early in

CHRISTMAS has come early 
for Harlow Council after it 
unwrapped a huge lottery 
grant paving the way for a 
planned revamp of the Town 
Park. 

The £ 1.83m windfall from the 
Big Lottery and Heritage Lottery 
funds means the council can now 
press ahead with the ambitious 
makeover plans, which were 
unveiled to the public earlier this 
year at a series of consultation 
events. 

The cash will be added to fund¬ 
ing already set aside and used to 
back a massive £2.8m regeneration 
project that will see Pets’ Corner 
renovated, the Bandstand upgraded 
and part of Spurriers House con¬ 
verted into a new cafe. 

Further improvements are also 
planned for the neglected Water 
Gardens area. 

Elsewhere, the former public toi¬ 
let block on School Lane will be 
transformed into an information and 
interpretation point, while new 
pathways, seating and signage will 
be installed across the park. 

The work - which will also incor¬ 
porate a range of horticultural 
improvements - is expected to start 
early in the new year. 

Tony Durcan, the council’s port¬ 
folio holder for regeneration & 
enterprise, said the project would 
bring the park into the 21st century. 

“The Town Park and its facilities 
are widely recognised as the town’s 
jewel in the crown and Harlow 
Council is committed to conserv¬ 
ing, restoring and enhancing this 
wonderful 20th century park,” he 
said. 

“This grant enables us to restore 
and renew the park to its former 



glory so that it meets the needs of 
the 21st century residents of Harlow 
and beyond. 

“Residents have been involved in 
developing these plans from the 
start and with this funding we can 
now bring the plans to life. I would 
like to thank our partners and sup¬ 
porters who backed our funding 
bid.” 

Carole Souter, chief executive of 
Heritage Lottery Fund, added: 
“We’re delighted to be bringing a bit 
of seasonal cheer to a number of 
popular parks including Harlow 
Town Park, especially as demand 
for funding continues to be very 
high. 

“It’s been a tough year for those 
caring for our public parks but HLF 
and BIG’s commitment to this 
important part of the UK’s heritage 
is unwavering. 

“Parks enrich millions of people’s 
lives on a daily basis - providing 
room to relax and reflect - and it’s 
vital that we continue to value and 
protect them not just for ourselves 
but for the next generation, too.”

the new year. If this happens and with a fair 
wind we can still potentially open late next 
year.” 

A council spokesman said: “All committee 
members welcomed Aldi coming to Harlow 
and agreed that a store in The Stow could 
help its regeneration. However, it was disap¬ 
pointing that the proposal no longer included 
residential units and that the store was still 
not integrated into The Stow itself. 

“The committee shared concerns around 
the design and appearance of the building and 


the lack of landscaping. 

“The regeneration of The Stow is impor¬ 
tant to the council and it is felt that this is a 
key site fronting the roundabout so this 
opportunity must not be lost, even though it 
means a short delay before an Aldi can be 
built.” 

He added: “The proposed entrance and 
exit arrangements were of concern as traffic 
congestion is an issue in Harlow. It was gen¬ 
erally agreed that the current two accesses to 
the site should be retained but with an exit 
only onto First Avenue which would help to 
reduce potential traffic problems.”

DETECTIVES investigat¬ 
ing the arson attack which 
claimed the lives of six 
members of the same fami¬ 
ly have launched a new 
appeal for information on 
social networking website 
Facebook. 

Dr Sabah Usmani (44) and 
children Hira (12), Sohaib (11), 
Muneeb (9), Rayyan (6) and 
Maheen (3) all died following 
the blaze in Barn Mead, Harlow, 
on October 15. 

Only Dr Usmani’s husband, Dr 
Abdul Shakoor, survived the 
inferno after battling in vain to 
save his family. 

The end-of-terrace property 
was burgled shortly before the 
fire broke out and police believe 
the thieves started the blaze, 
which took hold in the lounge 
area. 

Now, two months on from the 
tragedy, officers working on the 
murder inquiry have taken an 


advertisement that will appear on 
the homepages of all Harlow- 
based members of the social net¬ 
working site. 

Anyone clicking on the link 
will be redirected to the Essex 
Police Facebook page where full 
details of the appeal can be 
found. 

It is the first time Essex Police 
has used the social networking 
site in such a manner. 

Detective Superintendent Rob 
Vinson, who is leading the hunt 
for the killers, said: “Dr Abdul 


Shakoor has to face the holiday 
season for the first time without 
his beloved wife Dr Sabah 
Usmani and their children. I 
hope someone’s conscience will 
lead them to pick up the phone 
and call detectives or 
Crimestoppers and tell us the 
information they know.” 

He added: “This is one of the 
biggest and most complex inves¬ 
tigations in Essex Police’s histo¬ 
ry. I need the public to come for¬ 
ward with information, 

“Dr Shakoor is a dignified. 


private man who is grieving for 
his family in what is the most 
unimaginably difficult circum¬ 
stances. If you know something, 
please call.” 

The Crimestoppers charity is 
offering a reward of up to 
£10,000 for information leading 
to a conviction and The Sun 
newspaper is offering a similar 
amount.

Manager Phil Barrow said: "All the 
children have had a tough year either 
due to bereavement or illness 
and the day was about 
making them feel special, 
something some of them have 
not felt for a while". 

The youngsters were 
collected from their homes 
and taken to the Latton Bush 
Centre where they were 
entertained before setting off 
in convoy for a trip around 
the town, escorted en route 


by six police outriders. 
Waiting to greet them were 
local MP Robert Halfon and 
Harlow Council chairwoman 
Maggie Hulcoop. 

After lunch at St Paul's 
Church and more 
entertainment, they were 
taken into the theatre for a 
matinee performance of 
panto Jack and the 
Beanstalk.

NEW EU legislation clamping 
down on the ill-treatment of 
horses being transported for 
slaughter has been welcomed 
by Euro MP Richard Howitt. 
The MEP, whose East of 
England constituency 
includes Harlow, is a 
committed campaigner for 
animal rights. 

On Friday he visited the 
Redwings Horse Sanctuary at 
Broadley Common to show his 
support for the legislation, 
which will see existing 
regulations tightened to 
improve transit conditions. 
"The horses rescued here 
have found a good home 
where they are well cared for 
and have nothing to fear," Mr 
Howitt - a former leader of 
Harlow Council - told the 


Star this week. 

"I'm afraid that this isn't 
true for all horses and along 
with leading animal welfare 
organisations here at home 
I've campaigned for the last 
several years to improve the 
travelling conditions of those 
horses that are traded across 
Europe for eventual slaughter. 
"The conditions some horses 
are transported in are 
appalling, with journey times 
often too long and 
unnecessary." 

The MEP, who is also a 
national vice-president of the 
RSPCA, added: "The work of 
Redwings Horse Sanctuary is 
highly regarded. I am proud 
the rescue centre gives 
abused and neglected horses 
a second chance in life." 


Family of choking 
victim shocked by 
ambulance 'delay 1 


THE family of a woman who choked to 
death during a family meal at a pub on 
Mothers’ Day have said they are 
shocked at how stretched ambulance 
cover is at the weekend. 

Great-grandmother Janet Young (64), of 
Abbotsweld, Harlow, collapsed while dining at 
the Black Swan pub in Nazeing on the evening 
of March 18. 

Giving evidence at her inquest in Chelmsford 
on Thursday, Mrs Young’s husband Peter voiced 
his concerns about the delay in the arrival of an 
ambulance, which took nearly 20 minutes to 
turn up. 

“It seemed quite a while before a paramedic 
arrived and then quite a while after that before 
the ambulance crew arrived,” he said. “There 
were family members asking us ‘where are they, 
where are they?’ It was wholly frustrating not to 
know where the ambulance crew were.” 

The inquest heard Mrs Young, who suffered 
from dementia and had problems swallowing 
food because of her medical condition, started to

choke while eating her prawn starter. 

She was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital where she died a short time later. 

Mr Young described how he attempted to 
clear the blockage with his hands and then 
gave his wife an abdominal thrust known as 
the Heimlich Manoeuvre but to no effect. 

Casey Robinson, duty operations manager 
for the East of England Ambulance Service, 
said a paramedic arrived at the pub 13 minutes 
after the first 999 call was received at 
6.30pm. She successfully kept Mrs 
Young alive until the arrival of an 
ambulance crew from Loughton at 
6.49pm. 

They managed to get a pulse 
after administering adrenalin, but 
Mrs Young died shortly after being 
admitted to the accident and emer¬ 
gency unit at PAH. 

Responding to the family’s con¬ 
cern over response times, Mr 
Robinson said there were two ambu¬ 
lances and two rapid response vehi¬ 
cles based at Harlow, adding: “There is 
a large population and our resources are 
spread out quite thinly at weekends.” 

Recording a narrative verdict, assistant 
deputy coroner Tina Harrington said: “She 
[Mrs Young] had been eating a meal with her 
family and had choked on some food that she 
was unable to swallow 

“This was predominantly due to a deterio¬ 
rating medical condition from which she was 
suffering which had been diagnosed in 
October 2007 as fronto-temporal dementia 
with cerebrovascular disease.”

Ms Harrington made no criti¬ 
cism of the ambulance service, but 
speaking afterwards Mr Young said: “My 
daughter and I are appalled to hear how thin¬ 
ly the ambulance service is spread and that 
the nearest available crew at that time were at 
Loughton. 

“It would have only taken four to five min¬ 
utes to get to the public house from Harlow 
ambulance station. We don’t know if the out¬ 
come would have been different, but we are 
shocked to hear how stretched the ambulance 
service is at weekends.”

Cabbie guilty of sex 
assault on passenger 


A CAB driver who kissed a pas¬ 
senger and put his tongue into her 
mouth has been given a suspend¬ 
ed jail sentence and placed on the 
sex offenders register. 

Chelmsford Magistrates Court 
heard that father-of-two Patrick 
Francis (46), of Milwards, Har¬ 
low, now faces losing his job with 
ABC Cars where he has worked 
for seven years. 

Francis denied the charge of 
sexual assault but was found 
guilty earlier this month. On 
Friday he was given an 18-week 
jail sentence suspended for two 
years and placed on the sex offen¬ 
ders register for seven years, 

In addition he was made the 
subject of a restraining order pre¬ 
venting him from contacting or 
going to the home of his victim - 
who cannot be named for legal 
reasons - for a period of two 
years. 

Kathy Wilson, prosecuting, 
said the defendant picked up the 
victim in his cab after she had 
been to a nightclub with friends. 

After he dropped her off he got 
out of his vehicle and followed 
her as she walked home. “He sud¬ 
denly grabbed her by the arm, 
kissed her and put his tongue in 
her mouth,” said Miss Wilson. 

“She shouted and pushed him 
away and ran into the house. She 
was crying and hysterical.” 

Miss Wilson said Francis did 
not know the woman but had 
picked her up about three times 
previously. 

An impact statement written by 
the victim was read out in court. 
In it she described having “recur¬ 
ring nightmares” about what hap¬ 
pened and said she sufferred 


panic attacks. She no longer 
caught cabs or worked night shifts 
because she was fearful of seeing 
him again. 

Louise Maples, representing 
Francis, said in mitigation the 
passenger had given him a kiss to 
say thank you and goodbye. He 
told police she had “grabbed him 
and kissed him in a friendly way”. 

He denied inserting his tongue 
into her mouth and said he was 
“devastated” that it has had such 
an effect on her life. 

She said he had worked as a 
cab driver for 13 years, adding: 
“Clearly he is going to lose his 
taxi licence.” 

In a separate incident, Francis 
admitted assaulting his partner 
by beating on August 28. He was 
jailed for four weeks suspended 
for two years, to run concurrent 
with the sentence imposed for the 
sexual assault. 

Francis was also given a 24 
month community order during 
which he must attend an integrat¬ 
ed domestic assault programme. 

Miss Wilson said: “He and his 
partner had been out drinking; he 
had around 15 pints and she five 
to six vodka and cokes. 

“On returning home he 
accused her of flirting in the pub¬ 
lic house they had been in. He 
punched her in the head with 
clenched fist and she fell onto her 
bed. He then punched her three 
times to the floor.” 

Miss Wilson said his partner 
threw a wine glass at him in self- 
defence 

Miss Maples said in mitigation: 
“When she threw the wine glass it 
provoked him. He is devastated 
about the bruises she suffered.”

I T didn’t take long for one 
reader to recognise the 
young family pictured 
moving into Harlow’s 2,000th 
house. 

John Wade (64), of Blackbush 
Spring, spotted his younger self in 
the photograph straight away and 
contacted Nostalgia with a few 
interesting tales to tell about his 
brief moment in the spotlight. 

“I’m the one looking straight at the 
camera and that’s my late dad, 

Alfred, with his hand on my 
shoulder,” he said. “He’s carrying 
my little brother, Paul, and that's my 
mum, Irene Joyce, in front of us. 
“I’m not sure who the chap opening 
the door is, although I’m pretty sure 
he was some kind of council 
official. 

“There’s another photo somewhere 
which shows some of our new 
neighbours poking their heads out of 
their front doors to see what all the 
fuss was about!” 

John said his dad had earlier been 
presented with a ceremonial 
‘golden’ key to the property in 
Orchard Croft, where his mum and 
brother still live to this day. 

“My dad got the house as part of a 
package he was offered after 
securing a job with Whitehead 
Engineering, which back in those 
days was a firm based in 
Templefields. 

“I suppose it was just luck that he 
got the 2,000th house, but he was 


presented with a golden key to mark 
the occasion, which my brother has 
since donated to the Museum of 
Harlow.” 

But it wasn’t all glitz and glamour for 
the Wade family on the big day, as 
John recalled. 

“In the photo you can just make out 
the tops of two small trees they’d put 
outside the front door to mark the 
occasion. They looked really smart 
but it was just for show because as 
soon as the press photographers left, 
the people from the council took 
them away!

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SIR, I applaud Ian Beckett’s letter about 
housing (Star, December 13). Divided we 
shall certainly fall if we don't confront the 
reality gap between housing need and new 
housing developments. 

Harlow clearly has housing need yet is awash 
with private developments beyond the 
purchasing reach of many. Meanwhile, private 
planning proposals keep arriving on planning 
committee desks. 

The West Sumners proposals are a case where 
opponents are branded as NIMBYists, despite 
demonstrating opposition on planning grounds 
and not on aesthetic or personal preference. 
The West Sumners proposal, on Epping Forest 
land, would destroy Green Belt on the edge of 
Harlow and damage an already overburdened 
Harlow infrastructure. Under current plans it 
will not provide affordable homes for Harlow 
residents or give a home to anyone on 
Harlow’s waiting list. 

The Sumners and Katherines Residents 
Association represents almost universal 
hostility to the proposal, as revealed in recent 
meetings with our MP Robert Halfon and our 
ward councillors. Yet we worry that promises 
of planning gain or of uncosted ‘benefits’ to 
the local economy would influence the 
decision. 

Harlow Council and residents must indeed 
stand together. We need to make decisions on 
housing need and the town’s best interests in a 
way that doesn’t result in destructive urban 
sprawl whilst allowing older built areas within 
the town to fall into decay. 

Harlow is a lovely town; it deserves better 
than short-term panaceas for long-term 
structural problems of housing and 
infrastructure. I hope that all councillors heed 
Mr Beckett’s call.

THE trustees of Harlow Welfare 
Rights & Advice have made a last- 
gasp plea for financial assistance as 
they fight to save the service from clo¬ 
sure. 

The future of HWRA is hanging by a 
thread following Harlow Council’s decision 
to withdraw its core source of funding in a 
row over unpaid debts. 

The service had offered to repay the cash 
owed to the authority - understood to be in 
the region of £120,000 - over several months, 
but the authority rejected the proposed repay¬ 
ment plan and instead terminated its contract 
with the organisation, making 12 staff redun¬ 
dant. 

Last week the council formally put the 
contract out to tender, setting a deadline of 
January 16 for expressions of interest. 

But speaking to the Star yesterday (Wed¬ 
nesday), HWRA trustee chairman Les Coben 
said defiant staff, trustees and friends of the 
embattled service were not prepared to give 
up the fight just yet - and urged supporters to 
donate what they could to help mount a legal 
battle against the authority. 

“It is difficult to understand how we have 
reached the point at which the skilled special¬ 
ist staff employed by HWRA have been made 
redundant and other funding has been put at 
risk at a time when the service is needed more 
than ever,” he said. 

“It appears that councillors may not have 
been advised about all the options for dealing 
with the financial difficulties HWRA faced.” 

He added: “A fighting fund has now been 
set up by the Friends of HWRA and we would 
like to thank all those who have already 
donated. 

“Setting up a new specialist service makes 
a costly nonsense of the council's decision to 
force the Advice Centre to close its doors.” 

But council leader Mark Wilkinson insist¬ 



ed there would be no llth-hour reprieve for 
HWRA. 

“The council is very sorry that matters 
have reached this point but its position has 
not changed,” he said. 

“The council had no choice but to termi¬ 
nate the contract with HWRA. We have start¬ 
ed a new contract tender process to find an 
organisation to provide specialist welfare 
rights and advice services for residents. 

“In the meantime we are providing infor¬ 
mation to residents on where they can get free 
help and advice on matters such as debt, 
legal, employment and housing issues.”

Neville's book took 14 years to write 


A HARLOW man’s 14-year 
labour of love has culminated 
in the publication of a 
fascinating book on the fight 
to abolish capital punishment 
in Britain. 

Following the completion of 
his PhD in political history at 
London Metropolitan 
University, Neville Twitchell 
(58), of Rundells, spent 
several years transforming his 
thesis into a detailed account 
of the campaign to abolish 
hanging in the UK. 

The result - The Politics Of 
The Rope: The Campaign To 
Abolish Capital Punishment In 
Britain (1955-1969) - has now 
been published, and Mr 
Twitchell hopes it will prove to 
be the perfect stocking filler 
for history buffs this 
Christmas. 

The first-time author, who 
currently works as a cashier in 
betting shop William Hill, 
said: “The book is an 
accumulation of 10 years 
work because I was doing my 
PhD part-time. 

“There were an additional 
four years of research, going 
everywhere to look at 
documents and turning my 
original thesis, which I had so 
much additional information 
for, into a book. 



“The result is an account of 
the campaign to abolish 
hanging, which looks at the 
role played by the pressure 
groups, the response of the 
political parties and how the 
media covered the topic - in 
particular television and how 
the church and its position 
changed.” 

He added: “I think the book 
covers capital punishment 
much more broadly than 
other political books currently

Raising spirits 
at Bar Humbug 


review 

A CHRISTMAS CAROL 
Victoria Hall Theatre, Old Harlow 

HOPE and despair, poverty and plenty, 
selfishness and salvation - life’s rich 
pageant is played out quite magnificently 
in Victoria Hall Theatre’s arresting 
adaptation of a Dickens classic. 

Spiriting audiences away to the Christmas 
crossroads of Victorian Britain where a 
confluence of novelty and nostalgia gave birth to 
the festive traditions we cherish today, this 
thoroughly traditional production seems tailor- 
made for the venue. And its coincidence with 
the bicentenary of the author’s birth makes it all 
the more apposite. 

An exemplary ensemble cast, assured direction 
and wonderful attention to detail make this an 
evening out to remember - and the perfect tonic 
for the stresses and strains of the season. 

From the mulled wine and mince pies on offer 
at the makeshift Bar Humbug in the theatre 
foyer to the shimmering snowfall-effect lighting 
at curtain-up, director Simon Mawdsley pulls out 
all the stops to get audience members into the 
Christmas spirit before they’ve even taken their 
seats. 

What follows is a wonderfully immersive piece 
of theatre that quite rightly eschews over¬ 
elaborate sets and snazzy special effects to place 
emphasis on Dickens’s gifts for storytelling and 
characterisation. 

Naturally, a pre-requisite for any successful 
adaptation of A Christmas Carol is an actor with 


the talent and range to make Ebenezer 
Scrooge’s self-reflective journey from greed to 
redemption both engaging and believable, and 
in the brilliant Steve Foster this production 
certainly isn’t found wanting. 

It’s a typically towering performance from the 
am-dram stalwart, whose gradual 
transformation from miserly misanthrope to 
wide-eyed philanthropist is a joy to watch. 

The impressive Mike Hughes is neither 
sanctimonious nor sentimental as Scrooge’s 
long-suffering employee Bob Cratchit, with 
Alyssa Upton an ideal foil as the stern but loving 
wife whose unbreakable spirit is the glue 
holding her ever-expanding household together. 
Rick Munns makes for a brilliantly brooding 
Jacob Marley, Steve Hannam cuts an imposing 
figure as jolly giant the Ghost Of Christmas 
Present and Molly Jenkins provides some light 
relief with a wonderfully ditzy take on the Ghost 
of Christmas Past. 

Dolleen Howlett wrings further laughs from the 
audience as crotchety old soak Mrs Haverstack, 
while Alex Bennett puts in a memorable cameo 
as lecherous gold-digger Topper Lampwick, 
eager to get his hands on the family fortunes of 
Scrooge’s good-hearted neice, Freda (a typically 
assured performance from Tasha Saxby). 

A winter warmer to thaw even the frostiest of 
hearts, this is a production guaranteed to put the 
glow back into your cheeks this Christmas.

But that’s 
where the similarities end, as the 
Mokka’s lofty seating position is 
something the family hatch can’t 
match. 

On a practical front, the Mokka’s 
elevated rear load lip is a direct result 
of the car’s raised ride height - a 
useful feature. Factor in the split-fold 
rear seating and ample 1,372 litres of 
load space with the rear seats folded 
and it’s clear why so many buyers are 
trading up from regular family 
hatchbacks. 

The well-worn cliche of 4x4s never 


leaving the city might still be true in 
some quarters, but Vauxhall would 
like you to think of the Mokka as 
more than just a suburban runabout. 
By assembling familar engines from 
the maker’s wider range and offering 
the Mokka with both front and four- 
wheel drive, it’ll do more than climb 
supermarket car park speed humps. 
Maintaining its conservative 
approach, Vauxhall is offering the 
Mokka with two petrol engines (1.4 
turbo and 1.6) and one diesel (1.7). 
It’s manual gearboxes all round, with 
the option of an auto unit for the 1.4 
petrol and 1.7 diesel. Power outputs 
range from 115-140 bhp, and there’s 


the promise of 60-plus mpg from the 
front-drive diesel variant and a tax- 
friendly 120g/km CO 2 rating. 

If you do opt for all-wheel drive, the 
potential to keep you on the Tarmac 
when the roads are extra slippery is 
there, along with the ability to tow 
modest amounts and get you closer 
to your favourite mountain bike trail. 
With the focus on fuel economy the 
system directs all the power to the 
front wheels, with up to 50 per cent 
going to the rear wheels if it detects a 
loss of grip. Vauxhall’s keen to stress 
that such a system can also help 
maintain composure and traction 
during hard on-road cornering. 


Boasting UK-specific handling and 
steering tweaks, the Mokka acquits 
itself well to the challenges of city 
life. The steering is accurate and 
there’s enough weight to inspire 
confidence, while the suspension 
copes well with most of what the 
urban environment can throw at it. 

Of the petrol pairing, the 1.4 turbo 
motor delivers the more satisfying 
experience and, although in this guise 
the Mokka is no rocketship, it will 
can keep up with the traffic and 
maintain a relaxed motorway pace 
without breaking into a sweat. 

With a generous level of standard kit 
offered across the range to tempt 
buyers into the Mokka fold, it’s good 
to see Vauxhall resisting the urge to 
cut corners. From the basic but 
useful hill start assist to plenty of 
safety kit plus Bluetooth, high-end 
audio and sat-nav on high spec cars, 
the lifestyle boxes have been well 
and truly ticked. 

Designed to appeal to both private 
and company car drivers with its 
generous levels of kit and practical 
cabin, it’s good to see Vauxhall 
represented in the compact SUV 
sector. 

The competition is tough but the 
Mokka displays enough potential to 
hold its own in the marketplace.

aim had been to run 1:44. 

Osagie, whose family home is in 
Northbrooks, is therefore ahead of schedule 
in his progression and Lord Coe reckons he 
can be a medal contender in Moscow. 

“Absolutely. You enter an Olympic final 
then you are quite capable of getting into a 
World Championship final and if you are in 
a final you can win medals,” said Lord Coe. 

“I really hope that Andrew Osagie 
believes he can beat David Rudisha in 
Moscow. 

“I’m not saying that is the easiest ambi¬ 
tion to realise, but there is no reason why 
Andrew Osagie should not be going to train¬ 
ing believing he is quite capable of winning 
a medal in Moscow next year.” 

Osagie is now ranked fourth on the 
British all-time 800m list behind Coe, Steve 
Cram and Peter Elliott, all three Olympic 
medallists. 

But the two-time reigning UK champion 
knows better than anyone his event is now 
perhaps the toughest in the sport - and 
should only get harder. 

Rudisha is only 23, while Amos, Olympic 
bronze medallist and Rudisha’s compatriot 
Timothy Kitum and Mohammed Aman, 
another Olympic finalist, are all just 18 
years old. 

“When he performs like that in the third 
round of an Olympic Games there are not 
many people who can beat him,” Osagie 
said of Rudisha in the wake of his record- 
breaking run. 

Doing so only once, in four years’ time in 
Brazil at the 2014 Olympics, would proba¬ 
bly suit him just fine.

PLAYER-coach Danny Brown 
refused to condemn the referee 
despite him refusing FOUR 
strong penalty appeals for 
Harlow Town against tabletop- 
pers Maldon & Tiptree United. 

Harlow out-played the runaway 
division one north leaders on 
Saturday and even dominated after 
going down to 10 men when 
Michael Akande, making his first 
start after signing from Ware, was 
sent off with 15 minutes left. 

It might be the season of goodwill, but 
referee Tim Donnellan was certainly not 
in a giving mood. 

Brown told the Star: “I don’t like 
blaming referees but he was one of the 
poorest we have had.

Coe for broke 

Osagie can medal in World Champs mission to Moscow 


SEBASTIAN Coe believes 
Harlow’s Andrew Osagie can 
build on his success in this 
year’s Olympic Games and 
emulate his own achievement 
by returning from his mission 
to Moscow with a medal. 

Lord Coe, who claimed a silver 
medal in the 800metres at the 
Moscow Olympics Games in 
1980, believes the Harlow Athletic 
Club favourite can come home 
with a medal when the World 
Championships moves to the 
Russian capital next year. 

The year 2012 is when 24-year-old 
Osagie became a household name. 

The men’s 800m final was the 
greatest race the Olympic Stadium 
crowd witnessed at London 2012. 

It featured a world record for gold 
medallist David Rudisha, picked out 
by Games chief Coe as his personal 
highlight of the summer. 

The silver medal winner, 
Botswana’s Nigel Amos, ran a world 
junior record; third, fourth and fifth all 
ran personal bests; sixth ran an 
Ethiopian national record; seventh ran 
a season’s best. 

And there was also a breakthrough 
performance from the only Briton in 
the field, Osagie, who was eighth in a 
time which would have won gold at 
the previous three Olympic Games. 

His time of one minute 43.77 sec¬ 
onds was more than a second and a 
half faster than his personal best at the 
start of the year and sealed his place

among the world’s best. 

Former world record holder Coe 
said: “I think his progress has been 
fantastic. If you said to Andrew 
Osagie at the beginning of the season 
you are going to run 1:43.8 in the final 


of the Olympic Games I think he 
would have taken that. 

“I think he really showed maturity 
through those Games and I think that 
will be a great platform for the rest of 
his career.” 


Former Burnt Mill School student 
Osagie, whose first complete interna¬ 
tional season also heralded a World 
Indoor Championships bronze medal, 
admitted after the Olympic final his
